The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention is drawn to cyclic peptide of the formula, R 1 -Cys-Z-Cys-R 2 , where Z is n = 2- 
20 amino acids, and R 1 is Glu-Thr and R 2 is Thr-Lys. The closest prior art is that applied 
as prior art, WRIGHTON (N.C Wrighton et al. Science (1996) 273, pages 458-463; IDS 
5/12/06), cited in the previous office action. The limitation in the amended claims for R 1 
and R 2 are not suggested or disclosed in the prior art, rendering the sequences novel 
over the prior art references.
